/YNE of th« moat frequently mentioned projects of 
^ post war development is extension of farm electrifi¬ 
cation. Manitoba has a well organized-plan for general 
electrification of the rural part of the province, and 
other provinces are nibbling at the idea. 

The magnitude of the scheme as applied to this prov¬ 
ince was presented at an agricultural short course re¬ 
cently by Professor Andrew Stewart of the University 
of Alberta. While difficulties are not insurmountable, 
they certainly must be faced. There is the relatively 
sparse settlement which would involve considerable cost 
in establishing a “system” much more than in more 
thickly populated provinces. There is the highly vari¬ 
able farm income which makes such investment difficult 
for many, and in addition there is the small consump¬ 
tion on the average farm for the expenditure involved.

In the interests of trade, tourist travel 
and better acquaintanceship Canada should have, her 
own representation everywhere In as great strength and 
vigor as can be maintained. And nowhere is this more 
necessary than in relation with our closest and best 
neighbor, United States.

Canada needs goodwill emissaries, promoters of trade 
and friendly relationships, and none but young Cana¬ 
dians, born and trained in this country, should be se=- 
lected for such diplomatic responsibilities? 

After the war is over there is prospect of great tour¬ 
ist travel back and forth across the border. Movement 
which has been restricted for years is going to rise to 
great volume. One means of attracting interest to Can¬ 
ada, and of simplifying any red tape necessary for free 
movement is the official presence in all large cities of 
the States, of vigorous, enthusiastic young people gifted 
in “Selling Canada.” And none but young Canadians 
should be stationed at the border to meet incoming visi-

During war years, such matters shrink to small im¬ 
portance, But they would be poor policy for peace-time 
years. The federal government has been increasing 
diplomatic appointments, and has established Canadian 
offices in countries fairly reinote and In which this coun¬ 
try kas not in the past been so represented.

It is con¬ 
cerned with the control of grass¬ 
hoppers, wireworms, cutworms and 
wheat stem sawfly. Emphasis is 
placed on the methods of tillage 
and timing the various operations 
so as to discourage the multiplica¬ 
tion and spread of insects. 

Enormous losses are suffered as a 
result of insect attack. In some 
cases, losses are attributed to other 
causes. For example, if stands of 
grain are thinned by cutworms or 
wireworms, weed growth is* encour¬ 
aged. Insect control is an important 
factor in fighting weeds.
